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A Risky Plan 


‘That there should be uneasiness in Japanese 
business circles over the plan of the Japanese 
Army to endeavour to control profits in an en- 
deavour to reduce prices is quite understand- 
able. Whether the scheme will-put an end to the 
Jong disagreement between the army and the 
capitalists of Japan remains to be seen, though 
the possibilities are that it will not do so, 
though it may serve to drive the disagreement 
underground. ‘The military who favour this 
scheme will in all probability find the problem 
they have to face rather more difficult than'| 
they appear to think it is at the present time. 
It is one which other nations have 
had to deal with, and which the Allies: 
wre facing at the present time, and the 
finding of a solution Is a matter of very con- 
siderable diMeulty. The economic system of any 
highly organized country, such as Japan, is 
‘much too complex for any such simple solution 
which the Japanese military appear to have in 
‘mind to prove effective, The contention of the 
industrialists that unless economic problems are 
solved at the fundamental sources of malad- 
justment no rigid bureaucracy can succeed 
through arbitrary methods which ignore basic 
‘causes, is one which is supported by most 
‘economists throughout the world. It has been 
rightly pointed out that the task of any form 
of war finance is to reduce popular consump- 
tion. Taxation and borrowing do it by taking 
money out of the pockets of the people before 
they can spend it. The fact of the matter is 
that in Japan inflationary inereases in prices 
and the deterioration in the standard of living 
are inevitable in a system of war financing such 
‘has developed, and it is doubtful whether at 
this late hour the Japanese Army will be able 
to remedy the trouble, for, now, drastic mea- 
sures designed to stop inflation, rather than con- 
trol it may have the effect of throwing the en- 
tire economic machinery out of gear. It may 
bbe possible to control profits, but, if in doing 
0 grave intedference with the economic life of 
the country results, a more serious situation 
than at present prevails may be brought about.

will never come about, 


























Unfortunate Incidents 


The situation in the Mediterranean has, if 
anything, been worsened by two incidents, the 
importance of which may be emphasized in tho 
‘course of a few weeks. The first is the snub 
administered to the French Ambassador by 
Count Ciano. The former called upon the Italian 
Foreign Minister, and suggested the possibility 
of resuming Franco-Italian talks for the pur- 
ose of endeavouring to arrive at a settlement 
of outstanding differences, only to be told that 
the Count regretted that the moment was 
not opportune. A rebuff of that sort is not con- 
ducive to an improvement in the prevailing 
atmosphere, and can be taken as definitely tend 
ing toward further deterioration of the general 
situation. The. second incident was the specch 
by Signor Francesco Giunta in which he fore- 
cast the spread of the war until it becomes a 
conflict between the “haves” and the “have 
nots," claiming that France had always been 
hostile to Italy and that the traditional friend- 
‘ship between Great Britain and Italy was 
nothing but a common place denied by history 
‘and fact. The Malian Press campaign of last 
‘week having died down, it was thought that 
there would be some possibility of reaching a 
better understanding. with Italy. It now appears 














that the Government of that country desires 
nothing of the sort, and that high oflicials are 


contemplating the extension of the war, nut 
through Allied action but by that of oth 
nations, stich as Italy fighting, not for Germans, 
but at her side. There will be very great resret 
indeed if any such development takes. pla 
especially after the endeavours which “ha 
been made to secure better relationships be- 
tween Great Britain, France and Italy. ‘That 
they have failed in the past is because the first 
two nations have not been prepared to grant 
everything which the Italian Government has 
demanded, Some of those «demands cannot be 
granted even now, but there is much eave for 
misunderstanding ‘which could and should be 
Femoved. If by Italian action the war is spread. 
‘that will be a contingency with whieh the Alliex 
may be expected to deal, though they would 
prefer not 19 have to do so, When Signer Giunta 
alleges that when aly announged her non:

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THE POLISH HELL 
April 24. 

‘Though little enough news manages to leak 
‘out of Unhappy Poland, chiefly because the 
Naols are probably ashamed of what they 
are doing, it is possible from statements made 
ty leaders of the Reich themselves to obtain 
some fair idea of the crime which is being 
perpetrated against this vietim of German 
dagression. In a recent article in the “Ber- 
finer Bérsenzeitung,” written by a high 
‘ficial of the German Ministry of Pro- 
jaganda, there was a revelation of German 
plans with regard to Poland. The Reich, 
{cording to this authority, has no intention 
‘whatever of tolerating the existence of even 
the smallest Polish State : the Polish popula. 
von of Pomorze, Poonan, and Silesia, which 
have been incorporated in the ‘out- 
right, is to be expelled, and settled on Polish 
tarifory administered by Governor-General 
Frank, and commonly spoken of by the 
Germans :as the “remainder area.” So far 
the Germans have incorporated 39,000 
{quare miles of territory inhabited by 9,000,- 
it0 people, of whom only 460,000 were Ger~ 
nan, ‘The foregoing area includes not only 
ihe above-mentioned provinces, but also con~ 
siderable areas which were never before part 
al Germany. ‘Throughout the whole area, 
which has thus been incorporated, the Poles 
represent from 92 to 97 per cent, of the 
population. ‘The “remainder area” "consist 
ing of 30,000 square miles includes 8,000 
square miles which have been reserved for 
ihe Jews around Lublin, so that the Polish 
reservation into which 'from eighteen to 
\wenty millions of people are to be squeezed 
covers no more than 28,000 square miles, less 
in area than Latvia with a population of 
000,000, Tt would be’ superfluous to point 
ut the utter absurdity of the scheme if it 
were not for the fact that its successful 
iperation and the driving of the Poles from 
(eit ancestral homeland is a crime which has. 
rever before been recorded in the history of 
the world, Over 100,000 Poles expelled from 
Gdynia and Orlowo are slowly dying in the 
gion of Kielce and Radom, owing to lack 
lt food and clothing, and yet countless 
‘inins are carrying tens of thousands of Poles 
fen Poznan, Bydgoszcz and other Polish 
ies into the “remainder area” or taking 
tem into Germany to put them to forced 
ibour. 

‘These homeless people of Poland are 
bandoned anywhere, doomed to miserf or 
éeth trom starvation and cold. Either that, 
J they are reduced to a hideous helotry 
which only the perverted imagination of: the 
Nazi leaders could possibly devise. Into the 
‘meas which are thus being cleared of the 
Poles are being dumped those Germans who 
fave ‘been repatriated from the | Baltic 
States, from the Alto Adige (South Tyrol), 
Russia, Rumania, Hungary, and Yugoslavia 
The Reich to which they’ are going is the 
Poland which has temporarily been occupied 
ty the German troops, And what are the 
Poles to do about it? ‘The German answer 
fas already been given: The Vistula is

frown or starve. Is it any wonder that Mr.

‘That the Church maintained a dignified 
silence, but proved its point by asking for 
permission for its Nuncio to Germany to 
visit Poland and receiving a refusal for a 
second time, is now a matter of record, and 
it stands now an uficontrovertible fact’ that 
the Reich dare not allow impartial observers 
into Poland to see for themselves what is 
going on. Were conditions not as black as they 


| are now known to be, it would have been 


‘a simple matter for the German Government 
to have cleared itself by inviting a number 
of impartial, neutral observers to go through 
the areas in question and ascertain what it 
claims to be the facts. That it does not do so 
amounts to a plea of guilty, and, in this day 
and age when the Germans have not ceased 
from proclaiming their vastly superior cul- 
ture, a crime of the greatest magnitude is 
being committed against an innocent and 
defenceless people, whose only offence was 
to seek to defend themselves against aggres- 
sion, and to work out their own destiny in 
peace and freedom. ‘The irony of the whole 
business is that this is being done by a 
nation which when subjected to the Allied 
blockade. naively complains of war being 
conducted against German women and chil- 
dren. There is a war being conducted against 
them, It is being waged by the German 
rulers in their withholding essential food- 
stuffs from their own people in order to 
devote them to the manufacture of munitions 
of war, and perhaps they find some justiflea~ 
tion in the fact that their maltreatment of 
the Poles is no more than that which they 
have inflicted upon their own nationals. It 
is a perverted reasoning, but something 
which can easily be expected from the 
crooked minds which have conceived of so 
vast and horrible a crime, and which will 
not hesitate from committing further brutali- 
ties should the opportunity and the inspira- 
tion occur. Poland is enduring the peace of 
the black jack, the rubber truncheon and 
the concentration camp. ‘The world’s sym- 
pathy goes out to her in her travail, while 
the Allies are rendered all the more’ deter- 
mined that an end. shall be put to these 
things, and the small nations saved from the 
horrors which threaten them. 
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A WAR BUDGET

April 2: 
That Sir John Simon has produced a 
Budget, which, while not too drastic, 


branches out into practically every source 
of revenue, is indicative of the general 
desire of the Government to spread the 
enormous cost of war over the whole na- 
tion in a manner which will not press too 
heavily on any particular class. ‘The in- 
crease of Gd. in the pound in income tax, 
the lowering of the level at which surtax 
becomes payable from £2,000 to £1,500 do 
not, of course, do much towards exhausting 
‘the’ possiblities of this form of taxation and 
if before the war ends the income tax 
reaches the imposing figure of 10s. in the 
pound there will be no very great surprise, 
‘The opinion of most experts appears to be 
that the nation can stand it, and, though it 
would indeed be a heavy burden, it is part 
of the price of victory, and at that much 
cheaper than defeat would prove. The out- 
standing fact is that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has budgetted for an expenditure 
reaching a total of £2,667,000,000 of 
which no less than £2,000,000,000 will have 
to be spent on the war. That the Govern- 
ment has been spending money with due 
regard to the need for the strictest economy 
is demonstrated by the fact that the expendi 
ture last year was considerably less than 
estimated, realizing a saving of so important 
a sum as £116,500,000. One of the most 
interesting features of the figures which Sir 
John presented to the House of Commons 
was the manner in which estimates made 
last year had, in practically all instances, 
been exceeded by the actual receipts. In 
this connection it will be remembered that, 
when introducing his extraordinary Budget 
after the commencement of hostilities, one 
of the provisions which was most strongly 
criticlsed was the proposal to increase the 
tax on motor cars to the high figure of 25s. 
a horse-power. It was alleged that that 
‘was so high that the law of diminishing re- 
turns would come into operation and the 
Chancellor robbed of the increased revenue 
which he sought to obtain in that matter. 

It is an interesting and important fact that 
the critics have been confounded in the re- 
sult, for not only did the Chancellor obtain 
the 222,000,000 he wanted, but some £12,- 
(000,000 in addition. What the future effect 
will be upon the motor car industry of Great 
Britain remains to be seen, but Sir John's 
claim that by this increase revenue had been 
preserved and luxury motoring discouraged 
seems in the cireumstances to be well found- 
ed. The increases in the taxes on spirits, 
beer, tobacco, ete., will undoubtedly bring it 
home to the man’in the street that the war 
is something which closely concerns his 
pocket, but they are rightly regarded as 
luxuries and will undoubtedly receive all 
the increases in the future that the traffle 
will stand.

plored, and though it is. apparent that Sir 
John has other rabbits in the financial bag, 
he has only produced sufficient of them 
meet immediate needs. There is still a v 
wide margin between the estimated revenue 
and expediture amounting to no less a sum 
than £1,443,000,000, and the problem hus to 
be met as to how that will be provided. The 
suggestion of a compulsory deduction from 
income has been very properly rejected. It 
Would in all probability have proved most 
unpopular, and in any event the times are 
not yet desperate enough to justify so dris~ 
fic a step. The only conclusion to which the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has come ix that 
the saving, and the lending of their savings 
to the State by the people. is still the best 
method of financing the war. The results 
which have been obtained by these means 
up to the present have been more than a 
ittle gratifying, and Sir John concludes that 
“provided that the persistence of our people 
in supporting the present loans and the 
resolution of our people in paying Govern- 
ment taxes is maintained, we have nothing 
to fear.” 


‘The general impression to be gained from 
the financial provisions which have been 
suggested is that the Government consid 
that the nation is financially in 
satisfactory state of health, and thi 
that point of view there is nothing to war- 
rant any anxiety as to the future. The in- 
creased postage dues were criticised by Mr, 
C. R. Allee who claimed that they would 
not bring in a great deal of moncy and would 
frvitate a vast number of people, That may 
‘tur out (0 be the case, but it has to be re~ 
membered that the same was said last year 
‘about the increase in motor taxation, ‘and 
that has since proved to be quite incorrec 
Sir Archibald Sinclair, leader of the Liber: 
Opposition, supported ‘the Chancellor's pr 
posals, pointing out that the figures which 
had been given were clear and cloquent 
proof of the power and the greatness of 
Britain's resourees. ‘The manner in which 
these proposals were received by the Houso 










































of Commons testifies to the high spirit and 
firm purpose with which a united Britain 
will continue to prosecute this war. It re- 


mains, of course, to be seen how they will be 
received by the country at large, The 
scrupulous fairness of the Budget, the man- 
ner in which the burden has been evenly 
spread over all sections of the nation, will 
serve to allay a great deal of criticism which 
otherwise might be expected, and it may be 
that the average taxpayer will remark with 1 

sh of relief, “Well, it might have been a 
great deal worse.” it must not be thought 
for one moment that the provision of £2,- 
000,000,000 for the prosecution of the war 
this year represents what it may cost in 
future years, and if succeeding Budgets prove 
‘even heavier than this one there need be 
little surprise. That additional burdens 
and will be shouldered goes without sayin: 
as also that they will be borne cheerfully 
‘and loyally, ‘The general impression 10 be 
formed is that the Chancellor of the Exche- 
‘quer has produced most satisfactory Bud- 
get, which should prove acceptable all round, 
‘and provide the essential means of prosecut- 
ing this war to a successful conclusion. 




















A PRUDENT BUDGET 

Aprit 26. 
The more the provisions of Sir John 
‘Simon's Budget are examined the sounder 
does the general scheme of raising moncy 
with which to fight this war appears. The 
increased income tax serves efficiently to en= 
sure that the middle incomes, ranging from 
£250 to £1,500, shall bear their proper 
share of the burden, while the various in= 
direct taxes, including the proposed sales tax 
makes it quite certain that waye earners 
receiving sums below the above minimum 
will, in their turn, make adequate contribu- 
tion. It is true that the income tax payers 
will be equally affected by the indirect taxes, 
but as it is the most painless way of extract- 
ing money, it will probably not be felt 100 
heavily. On the other hand these increasod 

indirect taxes are designed for another pui 
pose beside the raising of moncy, and that is, 
to effect a reduetion of expenditure on the 
part of the public so that greater sums shall 
become available for governmental borrow 
ing. Much has been said in favour of a 
general sales tax on everything purchased in 
a shop. Sir John Simon has adopted a 
modified plan which subjects only certain 
goods to such taxation not on the sale in the 
shop, but on the transaction between the 
wholesaler and the retailer. Mr. Geoffrey 
Crowther, editor of the “Economist” points 
out in a recent article that if this tax were 
evied at the stiff rate of five per cent, it 

might, as a pure guess, bring in from £100, 
(000,000 to £ 120,000,000 under war- 
ditions, Exactly what Sir John Simon con~ 
templates in this respect has not been mado 
clear in his Budget speech, but the exemp- 
tions from the proposed sales tax, which he 
proposes, should have the effect of materially 
reducing the expected returns. Sales tuxes 














are fairly common throughout the world 
and the proposed scheme should make col 
lection in this particular instance compara- 
tively inexpensive and easy, and as it is 
obviously levelled against luxury purchases, 
this form of control of public “consumption 
should have the effect of enforcing greater 
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and, consequently, greater borrowing 
es for the Governinent. 
has been said in recent weeks al 
the advisibility of the Government introdh 
ing legislation empowering it to seize all 
£2,000 a year. Few people

‘The magnification of a battalion into a 
division is on a par with other German 
methods of handling figures, and provides a 
criterion by which other ‘claims may be 
Judged. On the other hand in the north of 
Norway the Norwegians have captured an 
entire German battalion which was forced to 
surrender because of lack of food, ammuni- 
tion and shelter, leaving a further 2,000 still 
in the Narvik region {o be accounted for. 
‘The initial success which the Norwegians 
have gained will undoubledly spur them on 
to greater efforts and it may not be so very 
Tong before the situation in and around 
Narvik will be completely liquidated, 

‘On the face of the reports which are now 
being’ liberated, it is clear that up to the 
present the Germans have suffered greater 
casualties in despatching their forces over 
seas to Norway than they have in actual 
battle, Between April 9, when they first 
landed in Norway, and April 22, according 
to an official spokesman in London, twenty= 
six German transports and supply ships were 
sunk by Allied action, ten torpedoed and 
probably sunk, one set on fire, and four 
captured. Although not all these vessels 
were carrying troops, the casualties are re- 
ported to run into many thousands, some 
three thousand dead Germans having al~ 
ready been washed ashore in the Oslo Fiord 
alone, ‘To that large Mgure must be added 
the casualties, at present not published, in~ 
Mieted upon’ the Germans in the other 
theatres of war and at their landings, and, 
while it would be rash 0 endeavour to 
estimate a figure, there is ample reason to 
believe that the number already given will 
eventually be shown {o have been much 
Targer. When to that is. added the great 
quantities of arms, ammunition and supplies 
which have also been lost, it is quite clear 
that the venture into Norway has already 
been a costly business for the Germans, and 
unless they” con adequately protect their 
lines of communication by sea,—which seems 
unlikely in view of the heavy damage done 
to the German fleet,—will probably prove 
‘even more expensive.

‘The 
Allies are not in such pressing need for 
Swedish iron ore that they would lightly run 
the risk of throwing Sweden, sympathetic 
with their war aims, into the arms of the 
enemy, ‘The fact of the matter is that the 
‘Swedish iron ore is of prime importance to 
the German steel industry, the German ore 
heing so poor that an admixture of Swedish 
ore Is necessary. The withholding of these 
supplies Is consequently a very grave matter 
for Germany, and as the Allies have closed 
the only possible outlet at the moment, a 
uvievous blow has been delivered to the 
enemy. ‘The situation is becoming complic 
‘ated because of the report that the Soviet 
‘would not look with any favour on the Ger- 
‘man occupation of the Anland Islands, as an 
incursion into their sphere of influence at 
the north of the Baltic Sea. Reports are 
current that German transports in Baltic 
ports are taking on large numbers of troops 
suggesting that an early onslaught on Sweden 
is contemplated, They will not get the walk- 
over they had in Norway, because the element 
fof surprise no longer exists, and Sweden is, 
in_a better position than her neighbour to 
offer strong resistance. The extension of the 
Scandinavian adventure in the manner which 
is believed likely’ wilt only serve to inierease 
German dificulties requiring the use of large 
Dodies of troops dependent upon lines of 
communication which can always be inter~ 
fered with so long as the Swedish navy is in 
being. As the German sea force has been so 
considerably reduced it should find jt by no 
means easy to secure control of the Baltic 
‘hich is necessary if any move against Sweden 
is to succeed. ‘The conclusion to be drawn 
is that an onslaught on Sweden is not only 














not to be greatly feared, but to be regarded 
‘as the inevitable corollary to the original 
mistake of the invasion of Norway. Thus 
despite inflated German claims, the situation 
is such as to give no cause ‘whatever for 
undue anxiety, for paper vietories do not 
win wars. 


THE DAMP SQUIB 
Aprit 29. 

‘The promise to newspapermen given by 
Hert Otto Dietrich, head of the German Press 
Bureau, when preparing the way for Herr 
von Ribbentrop’s speech endeavouring to fix 
the guilt for the extension of the war to 
Norway on the Allies, that they would “see 
‘one of the greatest sensations, a bombshell 
Of the greatest calibre,” has not been ful- 
‘Aled. Instead, in. an uninspired speech 
heralding the ‘publication of a White Book 
alleged to prove the German case, Herr von 
Ribbentrop set off a very diminutive, and 
somewhat damp squib. ‘The antics of the 
‘Nazi prevaricators are so stereotyped and so 
Jacking in imagination, that the “revelations” 
he made could almost be taken for granted. 
‘The perfectly marvellous habit the Allies 
have of leaving the most important and 
dangerous documents lying around for the 
Germans to pick up is being considerably 
overplayed by the Nazis. Admiralty plans 
are found on the dead bodies of British 
soldiers, and it may be believed that 
documents detailing the intentions of the 
Allied army command have been salvaged 
from the dead bodies of British sailors, and 
details of the Budget discovered prior to its 
introduction in the wallets of airmen captured. 
or shot down. Is it any wonder that the 
world at large dismisses, the attempts of the 
Germans to justify their outrageous actions. 
with the pitying smile which they undoubted~ 
ly call for? Washington's reaction to Herr 
von Ribbentrop’s farrago of nonsense is 
highly significant, It failed to carry. convic- 
tion and the manner in which he is reported 
to have delivered his speech in all probability 
was caused by the fear that he would suc- 
‘ceed in convincing nobody. ‘The comment of 
a New York broadcaster to the effect that 
‘the German Government seems to be for- 
tunate in finding, wherever it “goes, in- 
criminating documents involving not only its 
enemies but also neutrals, is in the cireum~ 
stances more than fully justified, as is also 
the amusement felt in London. 

‘The German Foreign Minister has com- 
pletely ruined whatever case the Reich might 
fancy it has for the expected onslaught on 
‘Sweden, for he has declared that the “Reich 
Government is satisfied that Sweden has 
always been very sensible as a neutral, and 
has committed no act compromising her 
neutrality.” ‘That, of course, will not pre~ 
vent the Reich from produéing some trumped 
up charge or other’ against the Swedish 
Government directly such becomes necessary, 
and the view that this reference to tha 
country was for the purpose of lulling it Into 
A false sense of security is justified by refer~ 
cence to similar tactics regarding Poland when 
the Reich was proceeding with the dismem- 
berment of Czechoslovakia. ‘The apparent 
friendship then displayed did not prevent the 
ultimate rape of that unhappy country, and 
here again the world witnesses a repetition 
‘of the same old trickery. Tt is not likely that 
the Swedish Government will be deceived 
by such sweet words. ‘The German activities 
in the Baltic clearly show that whether 
‘Sweden has strictly observed neutrality or 
not, that will not in any way influence the 
Reich when it considers the time ripe for the 
further extension of hostilities in the Scan- 
dinavian Peninsula, ‘There can only be 
spectilation as to what sort of lie the Ger- 
mans will devise to justify their onslaught 
upon Sweden when that comes to be under~ 
taken. ‘There may be something in the sug- 
gestion that, in making the statement he did, 
Herr von Ribbentrop was casting a wary eye 
towards Russia, for it is thought that the 
Soviet would not be any too sympathetic 
with regard to a German attack on Sweden, 
especially as it is remembered that it, too, 
would like to secure control.of the iron ore 
fields in the north, upon which Germany so 
greatly depends. it is perhaps just as well 
that the British issued an authoritative 
statement in reply to Herr von Ribbentrop as 
quickly as they did. While there is not a 
great deal of danger of the Nazi fabricated 
ies gaining much currency in a thoroughly 
disillusioned world, it is desirable that the 
truth shall be published whenever it is neces 
sary to contradict Nazi assertions. 

Herr von Ribbentrop’s speech will convey 
no comfort to those neutrals who still run 
the danger of being victims of German ag- 
gression, Tt has been made plain to both 
Belgium and the Netherlands that thelr type 
of neutrality is not satisfactory to the Reich, 
whose idea of what real neutrality should be 
‘amounts almost to open alliance with it, 
and there is every reason td believe, as the 
German attempt to obtain air bases in Ne 
way for use against the British Isles is 
brought to naught, the long expected assaults 
‘on the Lowlands’ having the same end in 
view will take place. There is one other 
point of significance in Herr von Ribbentrop's 
‘speech, and that is the absence of any refer- 
ence whatever to the invasion and subjuga- 
tion of Denmark. He was apparently unable 
to'pull the long bow sufficiently to allege that 
the Allies were also contemplating landings 
in Denmark. Or, perhaps it was fear of the 


























greater ridicule which’ would be aroused 
were he to make any such foolish claim, 
‘The fact remains that there was no excuse 
whatever for attacking that tountry, and the 
Inability of the Reich to produce any. sort 
of justifation whatever clearly establishes 
the German guilt for extending the war to 
that country. It was necessary to invade 
Denmark to secure bases as close as possible 
to Norway. ‘The whole thing fits together in 
@ manner which clearly proves that the. 
scheme was conceived as a whole, and no 
attempt at justification which fails to explain 
away the German inroads into Denmark can 
hope to be convincing with regard to the 
responsibility of the German action vis-a-vis, 
of Norway. There are no allegations that 
Denmark's neutrality was being threatened 
by the Allies. They are not made because it 
seems to have permeated the tortuous minds 
of the Nazi apologists that some types bf Iie 
can never hope to succeed, and restraint in 
regard to Denmark may be taken as the-real 
sign of the weakness of the German case. 
‘There cannot be the slightest doubt about 
it. ‘This attempt to pin responsibility for the 
German invasion of Norway upon the Allies 
completely fails, for it can only convince 
those who want to believe such a fable to 
bolster up their own moral. 








FAVOURABLE TRENDS 
April 30. 


‘The rising tone of optimism in both Paris 
and London concerning the situation in Nor- 
way is fully justified by.the news which has 
come to hand. Substantial reinforcements 
are now being landed at Namsos, and in the 
‘Allied positions north of Stelnkjer every dis 
position possible is being made to resist Ger- 
‘man attempts at making further advances. 
‘The Allies’ action in laying minefields at the 
mouth of the Vestflord, thereby completely 
cutting Narvik off from the sea, and prevent 
ing any further German reinforcements or 
supplies reaching that town, has had the 
effect, in combination with the troops on 
land ‘Surrounding it, of putting Narvile in a 
state of siege, leading to the belief th 
within a few days, after mopping up oper 
tfons have been ‘concluded, a substantial 
proportion of the forces at present, engaged 
in that area will be available for service 
further south. In southern Norway the Al- 
Hes. still hold the strategically important 
town of Lillehammer, while the Allied troops 
‘which were landed at Laerdal on the Sogne 
Flord should assist considerably in’ stiffening 
Norwegian forees opposing the German at~ 
tempt to advance inland from Bergen. «It is 
somewhat surprising that the German troops 
in Bergan did not commence this advance 
Immediately on landing simultaneously with 
the rapid advance which they madi out of 

ind the fact that they did.not suggest 
the forces originally landed there were 
not sufficient for any such move. In any 
event they appear to have lost considerable 
time, and the Allies gallantly penetrating the 
lengthy Sogne Fiord are in a position to meet 
‘any threat which may develop out of the 
‘capture of the town of Voss which the Ger- 
mans claim is in their hands, Tt is quite 
plain that the German scheme at present is 
to effect a joining up of all German detach- 
ments which have been landed in Norway, 
for with the passage of time the possibility of 
Germany being able to maintain her troops 
in Norway, other than through Oslo, will.be 
greatly reduced, 

‘That the Germans have made some spectac- 
ular advances along the various valley has 
to be admitted, but the original rapidity 
with which they moved was only possible 
because of the manner in which their original 
landing completely took the Norwegians 
unawares, and there is every indication that 
that speed is already being lessened, as the 
Norwegians have developed their lea 
tion, and Allied reinforcements thi. into 
the various battle areas. ‘That will not pre- 
vent the German command endeavouring to 
unite the various forces in Norway, and it 
is in this connection that the first stage of 
the campaign will develop. The reported 
German attempt to reach Storen from 
Roeros has not, up to the present, succeeded. 
It is stated that light mechanized units are 
endeavouring to pass “over the mountainous 
heights which separate the two towns. 
‘Should they do so it will be a remarkable 
feat, but as a contribution towards securing 
facile and permanent communications. be- 
tween Trondheim in the north, and Oslo in 
the south may be regarded with no small 
degree of scepticism. Attempts to convey 
supplies by such a route from Oslo to Trond- 
helm would be difficult in the extreme not 
‘only because of the. great heights to be 
‘crossed, but als because the lengthy line of 
communication would: present ample oppor- 
tunity to the Allies to cut it For this reason 
it may very well be that the arrival of fur- 
ther German units in Trondheim by such a 
route might prove a considerable disadvan- 
tage to those already there as constituting an 
inereased demand upon the supplies which 
are at present available there, and which can 
only be increased with the greatest of ditt 
culty. The same situation does not exist 
with ‘regard to the Allies, Thelr command 
of the North Sea enables them to carry sup- 
plies and reinforcements to Norway ‘with a

ment that they have laid two mine flelds iy 
the Gulf of Finiand, ‘That they have been ia 
Jn such a position makes it quite obviow 
that they have been so"placed as a preeau 
tion: against any step which the Kremlis 
might contemplate with regard to the pos. 

Islands by 
Germany, By no stretch of imagination can 
they be held to be aimed against Sweden 
and this attempt to secure control of the 
Guit of Finland, can only be directed agains 
possible action by Moscow.

Blow to Denmark 

‘The remark has often been made to the effect 
that the German occupation of Denmark can 
only bring a temporary relief with regard to| 
the supply of foodstuffs, and that instead of 
being an asset, may very quickly become a very’ 
definite lability. ‘That is because Denmark has 
fo Import so much foodstufls necessary in the’ 
production of butter, bacon and eggs, and that 
Denmark now coming within the scope of the 
blockade will be deprived of those essentlal 
‘materials. ‘To maintain Denmark's normal pro- 
duction of butler it has been necessary to import 
‘720,000 tong fons annually of oi cake, bran, etc. 
from cotnteles overseas in addition to the’ cake 
made domestically from ollseed, which has also’ 
to come from abroad amounting to 305,000 tons. 
In 1038 and 296,000 tons last year, ‘Thus well 
‘over one million tons of cattle feed have to be 
Imported annually for the production of butter 
alone. ‘To maintain bacon production Denmark 
hhas to ave shipped to her from abroad about 
380,000 tons of maize and barley, £0,000 tons of 
als and about 300,000 tons of wheat and rye) 
every year, ‘These figures are on the low side 
Decause, relating as they do to 1999, they deal 
with a year in which there was a record harvest, 
giving ‘abnormal stocks which are not now in 
existence. From these figures it will be seen 
that Denmark requires at least 1,700,000 tons. 
of imported raw materials for ‘agricultural 
urposes, in addition to which there 1s also the 
normal import of foreign fertilizers which are 
also now cut off by German action. The in- 
evitable result of this must be that ihe highly 
‘successful industry which Denmark has built up 
for herself will be destroyed. ‘The Germans are 
in no position to give the Danes the enormous 
Quantities of foodstuffs required for agricultural 
Purpose, and though for the time being some 
Feliet from the blockade will be had by. 
slaughtering off the eattle which ean no longer 
be fed, the time must come when all the eattle 
and pigs which Denmark will be able to support 
will be that small proportion which the ordinary 
harvests of the country would normally feed. 
‘That in turn is likely to be decreased, for the 
Germans may be confidently depended’ upon to 
Feduee the Danes to the same rations as those 
sgiven to their own people, which means that 
the surplus erops will go to help swell the Ger- 
man stores. That this will not be great is 
patent, but the fact that Germany is bound 
sooner or later to have a starving Denmark on 
her hands is not a matter with which the leaders 
fof the Reich, in thelr callousness, are likely to 
concern themselves.

Sweden Next ? 

With the, German press and radio continuing 
its campaign of hate against the Swedish, the 
familiar old process of bringing about an at- 
mosphere in which the long expected invasion, 
‘of Sweden will receive some shadow of ju 
cation is being carried out. The consensus of 
fepinion seems to support the view that an 
‘attack upon Sweden is now only a matter of 
‘8 few days, some observers going the length of 
factually naming a date upon which such a 
move.is to be expected. It is indeed dimeult to 
see how Herr Hitler, having gone so far in this 
gamble in the Scandinavian peninsula, can now 
hold his hand. Quite obviously he is not ob- 
taining what he sot out to secure, through Nor- 
‘way, for the port of Narvik is closed to Swedish 
fron’ ore exports and the only chance of getting 
[such supplies during the summer will bo 
through the Swedish port of Lules, which 
should be freed of ice by the end of next month. 
With Lulea in German hands the Reich would, 
providing the Swedish failed to destroy. the 
mines, be able (o command @ regular supply of 
fore throughout the summer, though it would 
bbe necessary for the Germans to recover con 
trol of Narvik to ensure that similar supplies 
Would be available during the winter. Sweden, 
with a fleet consisting of eight coastal defence 
battleships, two eruisers, one aireraft carrier, 
sixteen destroyers and a similar number of sub- 
marines, should be able seriously to impede, 
Hf not actually defeat any German attempt 10 
seize the Aaland Islands controlling the entrance 
to the Gulf of Bothnia, while on land its well 
equipped and substantial army should be able 
to render effective assisiance to the Allied 
forees in their endeavour to bring Herr Hitler's 
Scandinavian venture to the Inglorious end 
hoped for it. In this connection the comment by 
the Stockholm correspondent of the “Dally 
Telegraph” is not without interest. The naval 
factions which have taken place between the 
‘Allied and German fleets have led to the in- 
fiction of grave losses on the Germans. The 
German Navy, built for the express purpose of 
[maintaining domination over the Baltic, is no 
longer of sufficient strength to be able to do 
so, It is no longer mistress of that stretch of 
water, and cannot expect to support with naval 
power an invasion of Sweden, while what 
naval force still remains to her is neces- 
[sary for the maintenance of the  precari- 
us lines of communication between Germany 
Jand southern Norway, and the possibility is that 
fany invasion of Sweden would be across water 
ways which could bo easily. and quickly 
traversed. Should Germany seize the Aaland 
Islands which dominate the entrance to the 
Gulf of Finland it will be interesting to see 
what the Russian reaction will be. Such an oc- 
cupation would serve very grecily to offset the 
[dominating positions the Soviet has secured for 
self in the Baltic and might in certain cireum- 
stances be a positive danger to the Russian 
position in the region of Petrograd. It is not 
[suggested for one moment that Herr Hitler con- 





















































femplates hostilities against Russia, but there is 
‘evidence of a cooling of the recently inspired 
affection between the two. countries anda 
fereater disposition on the part of Herr Hitler 
to woo Rome again. Of one thing there can be 
the completest certainty; if it suits Herr Hitler's 
book to disregard Russian intentions and wishes 
‘the Baltic, no consideration of past or present 
understandings will for one moment deter him. 
He has already been disappointed as to th

‘The announcement by the Faculty of the Uni- 
versity of London, that their degree of Bachelor 
‘of Science may now be taken In Shanghai, con- 
fers upon the Henry Lester Institute of Techni- 
cal Education an unsual distinction, or. the 
degree may only’ be taken outside London at 
fone other place, a college on the Gold Coast of 
Africa, While it is stated that this is a war 
measure, and for the time being only to remai 
in foree' for three years, after which the situa- 
tion will be reviewed, the step may be taken ax 
paying a high tribute to the Shanghai institie 
Yon, and amounts to open approval of the 
courses which may be taken In it. Tt is a natural 
proviso that only men taking the course who 
have previously” passed the matriculation ex 
amination of the London University should be 
lowed to proceed to take the degrec, but as 
the arrangements of the Institute provide for 
its scholars taking that examination, It is now 
possible for a lad to enter the Henry Lester 
school at the age of ten years, be transferred 




















to the senior school at fourteen, sit for the 
matricvlation “examination at.” sixteen oF 
seventeen, after which he can enter the 


‘Technical’ institute, take the four year course 
and then sit for his degree. By this means many 
young men who would have been hindered from 
‘Aequiring scholastic honours by considerations 
‘of expense, ete,, will be permitted to establish 
their qualineation in accordaiec with the re- 
quirements of the London University without 
having {0 travel to England. This should have 
the eflect of attracting a large number of scholars 
to the Inslitute from other parts of China, for 
the postession of a London BSc, recognized ox 
fone of the premier engineering honours in the 















world, cannot but prove altractive to young 
men bent upon taking up engineer:ng as a pro- 
fession. It is indeed a very gratifying thought 


that the merits of a local institution should thus 
be recognized so shortly after it came into 
being, and reflects the greatest possible credit 
uupon ‘those responsible for maintaining such a 
hhigh standard of education ax to receive +0 
signal an honour from a very exacting 
university. 








Russian Easter 


If there is one hotiday that tho Russians in 
Shanghai, and, indeed, anywhere else outside 
the Soviet Union, celebrate with real gusto and 
gastronomic delight, it is their Easter festival, 
Which culminated ‘with beautiful and deeply 
Impressive religious ceremonies at midnight on 
Saturday. This holiday is deeply rooted in the 
history of Holy Russia and in cosmopolitan 
Shanghai it is faithfully observed cach year by 
more than twenty thousand odd Russian exiles 
to many of whom it provides an unbreakable 
Mink with a homeland which they, even if their 
children might, will nover see again. Although 
‘much of the magnificence of the Easter festivals 
fof old Russia has departed with the passing of 
years, Russians in exile, to the best of their 
Nery ‘limited means, have endeavoured to keep 
alight the fires of ‘tradition and, inthis con- 
nection, a very pleasing feature of the ectebra- 
tions this year was the fact that so. many 
members of the younger Russian generation i 
Shanghai entered into the spirit of the observ 
fanees with a deep fervour that disproved, once 
‘and for all times, the theory that being’ born 
Jn exile and living and working among peoples 
fof other races has the effect of erasing all ties 
‘with a mother country which they have never 
seen. “A grand sight at Russian churehes in the 
French Coneession at midnight on Saturday was 
the crowds of young Russian boys and girs, 
lighted candles in hand, their faces alight with 
‘eager expectancy as tho Impressive procession 
of cross beaters, priestsand choirs made its wa; 
through the dense throngs that gather year after 
year. The services concluded, these youngsters, 
faithful to the traditions of Russian history, 
wended thelr way home, carefully: guarding the 
ighted candles with their cupped hands so that 
they might be placed, still burning, in front. of 
the family ikon. Even though the Russian 
Janguage has been superseded in thelr lives by 
English, the religious traditions of the country 
Of their fathers will never die in their-breasts 
When they grow up Shanghai will still have the 
beautiful Easter services which are being kept 
alive by the older, generation today. ‘These 
youngsters always will be Russians even thoush 
their environment has nothing in common with 
their motherland. This was one signifeant fart 
which emerged from the Russian Easter ccle- 
brations this year.

Chungking, Apr. 24. 


EVERE street fighting broke out at Kaifeng, capital of Honan,| 

yesterday morning, when Chinese troops’ in three columns| 

fought their way into the important city on the Lunghai railway,| 
according to Chinese field dispatches received here today. 

By noon, the dispatches declare, Chinese troops occupied|

Middle School, which had been used by the. Japanese as. their 
military headquarters, Heavy fighting is said to be continuing 
in thecity.

‘Then 
too, for the comparatively few 
new public buildings that they have 
hitherto erected, the Japanese have 


adopted the same ugly western 
style of architecture that was al- 
ready used by thelr Chinese prede- 
eessors, and which, in fact, isin 


vogue ‘over the whole of the Far 
East today, For these reasons it is 
dificult to trace any marked change 


in the general appearance of the 
elty. 
Surplus Public Buildings 
Nor have ‘the Japanese, so far, 


pulled down any whole sections of 
the old, town and rebuilt them en 
loc, The new buildings they have 
been putting up are scattered here 
‘and there about the city, on empty 
plots, waste spaces, or on properties 
that have been confiscated, In any 
ease Peiping, having once been the 
capital of China, possesses a large 
humber of now surplus public build 
ings, which have naturally + been 
made use of by. the Japanese, so 
that” comparatively tittke public 
building has been” necessary. The 
former Ministries of War and Navy 
‘re now occupied by the Head- 
quarlers of the Japanese army and 
by the China Affairs Board; the 
former, Ministry of Communications 
is the headquarters of the Hsin Min 
Mul; the old Poiping-Hankow Rail 
way’ offices are now the head ofice 
of the North China Railways; and 
so forth. ‘There are, therefore, not 
50 very many novel 
features (0 be vecorded, 
Probably the change that would be 
‘most noticeable to any foreign visitor 
returning after three or four years 
would be found in the southeast 
quarter of the ‘Tartar (Inner) City, 
whieh, it must be admitted, has now 
quite a touch of Tokyo about. it 
Prior to the Incident there were 
probably not more than 2,600 Japan- 
ese and Korean residents in Peiping,

“The 
residential area has been put to the 
west of the city—in the district 
known as Paomachang, where many 
foreigners have week-end cottages— 
‘and the industrial area on the east 
side, “Rather foolish,” one may say 
“with the elty lying in between,” 
‘Ah, but then one obviously does not 
have true town-planning instinct. For 
fn the southern part is the broad 
Eternal Peace Street, running cast 
‘and west; and all one has to do, in 
order to connect up the two areas, is 
merely to build new gates in the east 
and west walls, and to pull down an 
odd mile oF so of houses on elther 
side between the two ends of the 
Eternal Peace Street and the walls 
This scheme is well on its way, To 
the east right out towards Tungehow, 
and to the west towards the river, 
running straight as a die, two tre- 
mendous roads have been ‘bullt, 100 
feet or more in width, and with mhany 
side roads leading off them.

T. C. Garrett Arrested 
By U. S. Authorities 


‘Shanghai, Apr. 25. 

TC, “Lulu”. Garrett, one-time 
‘American owner of a gambling den 
in Hwa Kee Avenue who was paroled 
after serving 14 months of a year's 
sentence in Ward Road Gaol in 
December, 1938, was arrested at 
230 yesterday afternoon by the U.S. 
Marshal's office and sent" back 10 
Ward Road Gaol to serve the re- 
maining 10% months of his original 
sentenee. 

Garrelt was sentenced toa year 
in prison on October 31, 1938, after 
he had been convicted by the 
United States Court for China 
of running a gambling establishment. 
After serving a month and a half 
jn jail, he became IM and pleaded 
that if he was released he would get 
medical attention. He was paroled 
by the court on the condition that 
hho stay out of China for five years 
and he sailed from Shanghai on 
December 20, 1938, 

‘He was back again 12 days later, 
however, and since that time has 
pald subsequent visits to Shanghal. 
The U. S. authorities falled to take 
any action against him on thoso 
occasions as he showed no signs of 
remaining here, but was merely 
passing through. On his latest visit, 
however, it appeared that he was 
going to remain here, so he was 
‘arrested and sent back to. Ward 
Road Gaol to complete his sentence.

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Sir Victor Sassoon 
Back in Shanghai 


Shanghal, Apr. 30, 
In the event of a war between the 
United States and Japan, Soviet 
Russia would be the only country to 
profit, Sir Vielor Sassoon, who ar- 
fived' here in the ss, ” President 
Coolidge after a lengthy visit to the 
Uniled States, told reporters during an 
Interview in his oMice in Sassoon 
House shortly after his arrival yester~ 
day. There Is a possibility that the 
United States and Japan may go to 
war, soid Sir Vielor, but such a war 
would only be brought about it Japan 
wished It, At present, a war with 
the United States would mean na- 
tional sulelde for Japan and in order 
to keop removed from the danger of 
that’ war, Japan should cultivate 
friendship with the United States by 
leaving China froe und devoting her 
attention to trade, 

Sir Vietor sala that the big danger 
to peace in the Pacifle was the feeling 
of ‘a section of the Japanese people 
who were eonfldent that Japan would 
be victorious In a war with the United 
States, War in the Pacifle, however, 
would deal a death-blow to Japan’ 
rade, continued Sir Victor, and she 
would “also be confronted by the 
anger of an altack from both sides 
if Soviet Russia entered the froy. 

















Does Not Desire War 

‘The United States did not wish a 
war with Japan, said the fnancicr, 
even though ‘America was the 
stronger nation and could emerge 
victorious. Democracies did not uso 
their strength to make conquests, he 
sald, so if there was a war between 
the ‘two countries it would only be 
because Japan wished it, Sir Victor 
sald that he had arrived’ at this con= 
clusion after talking with many people 
in both America and Japan. He ad 
vareed the opinion that Japan would 
lake no action against the Nether 
lands East Indies, 

Sir Victor explained that a war be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
would be of no beneAt to any coun 
try except Soviet Russia, A war in 
the Pacitie, he said, would strengthen 
Stalin's position in the Far East by 
stopping Japanese trade in silk and 
canned fish and preventing Japan 
from obtaining essential commodities 
from the United States. He sald that 
there was a danger of Russia obtain 
Ing German support in preparation 
for a war in the Orlent, 

Russia is only working with Ger- 
many because it suits the Soviet, said 
Sir Victor. In the event of a Nazi 
victory in’ Europe, Germany would 
attack Russia and ‘selze Finland and 
the Ukraine and what. Stalin hoped 
for was the Allies and Germany to 
fight to a standstill so that Russia 
could be free to sprend Bolshevik 
Propaganda on both sides. ‘Meanwile, 
Germany had warned Russia against 
any more expansion in the West, 50 
as not fo disaffect Maly. Thus, it'ap- 
peared that Russia would insist om 
German technical aid to strengthen 
hher position in the Orient and It was 
ikely that Russia was getting advice 
from Germany on how to run a sub 
marine campaign from Vladivostok, 


‘Terms With China 

With Russia thus willing to on= 
courage war in the Pacifle, sald Sir 
Vielor, it beeame daily more Impera: 
tive for Japan to come to terms with 
China’so that she could recall hor 
troops from this country, and make 
friends with the United States. Japan 
should recover from her present poor 
‘economic situation by taking advan- 
fage of the war In Europe to develop 
her trade with South America and 
then, if Russia attacked Japan, the 
latter country would be able 10 get 
much-needed supplies and war 
materials to enable her to resist suc- 
cessfully. 

Sir Viclor emphasized, however, 
that Japan's only hope of doing this 
was to glvo China such favourable 
terms that the Chinese would feel that 
they were a free people and not 
vassals of Japan. This action wauld 
enable Chungking to cooperate with

American Flagship 
Arrives in Port 


Shanghal, Apr. 23 

Marking ber frst visit fo Shanghai 
since last “November, the USS. 
Augusta, flagship of the US. Asiatic 
Fleet, with the flag of the US. High 
‘Cominissioner to the Philippines fy- 
ing from the foremast, arrived here 
about 1130 am. yeiterday. ‘The 
‘Augusta moored at the British Naval 
Buoys, which had been vacated ‘by 
British " gunboats early " yesterday 
‘morning in order to accommodate the 
‘American sip. 

Immediately after the arrival of 
the flagship, the USS. Isabel, yacht 
of Admiral’ Thomas C. Hart, Com- 
mander-in-Chiet of the Asialie Fleet, 
moved downstream from her berth 
and tied ‘up alongside the Augusta, 
‘Admiral Hart, who had ‘arrived. In 
‘Shanghai in the Isabel on April 18, 
moved. his. four-star flag to the 
‘Augusta and established is adminis- 
‘ration im the flagship. 

‘An offlial statement concerning 
the “accident tothe Augusta wat 
handed to the press by a staff officer, 
shorty after the Augusta had moored. 
‘According to the official release, the 
‘Augusta, during a eruise to the southe 
westward area of the Philippines on 
Mareh 25, struck an uncharted rock 
Jn Coron Harbour. A. recent survey 
shows 160 feet of clear water over the 
entire vieinity of the area, but the 
Fecent and older surveys did not die- 
lose the presence of the rock. 


Anchored Overnight 

‘Tne Augusta had been anchored 
overnight and had just got underway 
to come out of the harbour. She was 
running slowly and turning with full 
rudder at the time af the accident, 
‘The incident, including damages, wa 
reported to’ the Navy Departinent 
which issued a statement on it to the 
ress. The statement sald that the 
damage was minor. 


‘The ship's hull was untouched. The 
tips of the blades of one propellor 
were curled and the main damage was 
‘confined to the lower two feet of the 
rudder, which is built up of plates 
‘and castings which were broken in 
several places. As stated by the 
Navy Department, the damage was 
minor. Kepairs afe inexpensive, but 
since only a lmited number of 
‘workmen can work at the same time, 
the repairs and replacements of the 
‘small broken castings take consider- 
able time. 

‘Admiral Hart was in Manila for a 
week after the accident and available 
to the press at any time after his re~ 
port on the accident had been re- 
ceived by the Navy Department. 
After the Admiral proceeded to 
‘Olongapo, where the Augusta was in 
dock, a communication was received 














ial | from a press agency stating that a 


report was in circulation to the 
effect that the Augusta had been 
“badly holed.” ‘The agency requested 
a statement from the Commander-in-

Mr. H. R. Cleland Urges Accumulation of 
Reserves ; Witty Speech by Mr. A. H. George

HE Society of Chartered “Accountants in China held their 
annual dinner at the Shanghai Club on April 26 with 
Mr, A. H. George, H, M, Consul-General in Shanghai, as the 


guest of honour,

U.S, TRADE POLICIES

Administration officials are worried by the 
fact that one of the effects of war on France 
and England hs been to foree those coun 
tvies to abandon many of the principles ad- 
vocated by Mr, Cordell Hull, Secretary of 
Stato, in his trade agreements programme and. 
to adopt measures which are very similar to 
those of the totalitarian powers. Yet, the 
twade agreement with Britain, France and 
Canada still exists, as does the three-power 
monetary agreement. In fact, Mr. Hull has 
asked for a renewal of the trade agreement 
powers and has thus made it inevitable th 
the trade agreement programme will be dis- 
cussed during the coming electoral campaign. 
He thus realizes that the adoption of con- 
{rol measures is an expediency and not a 
policy and that when peace.has been restored, 
the belligerent countries will return as soon 
as possible fo the principles of free enter~ 
prise and unrestricted exchange, 

Meanwhile, charges are flying round the 
halls of Congress and appearing in the 
colurnns of the press that more than wartime 
txigeneles are responsible for Allied commer- 
lal polley and that America is being dis- 
criminated against and American trade un- 
necessarily hampered, Among the actions 
criticized is Britain's’ reported pressure on 
Chile to accept payment for Chilean wool in 
the form of British goods, rather than in the 
form of exchange that might be available 
for spending in the United States. Another 
charge is that Great Britain, in order to get 
more dollar exchange, Is raising the price of 
commodities such as’tin, vitally needed by 
the United States, Congressnfan Maas charged 
in a recent debate in the House, “The British 
nation has been supported by forcing us to 
pay tribute, “They have a monopoly on tin. 
We pay such an excessive price for tin be- 
cause we are the major user of tin. ‘The 
same is trie of rubber.” 


Britain has also been accused of exerting 
pressure on Argentina and Uruguay to 
switch from American products to British 
products. In general, Great Britain and 
France are charged with welding together 
their economic resources to the detrinient of 
third Powers. ‘They are jointly accused of 
laying plans to promote the export of their 
goods by control prices and by arranging 
for barter schemes whenever circumstances 
permit.

Such isolationist leaders as Senators Van- 
donborg and La Follette, do not consider that 
the United States should sit idly by while 
other nations adopt totalitarian trade methods 
designed to cut into American markets, There 
are even some officials in the Departments 
of State and Commerce who feel that retalia~ 
tion should be taken to prevent the use of 
practices which are contrary to the spitit, if 
not the letter, of the trade agreements pro- 
sramme. 

Neither the President nor the Secretary of 
State, however, take quite such an extreme 
view. ‘They realize that countries at war 
cannot be expected to follow the practices 
which they would adopt in peace. As Mr. 
Hull remarked on one occasion, “Armed 
camps do not make ideal trading’ centres.” 
‘They realize that both the British and French 
will use every trade weapon in their power 
{o check the Germans directly and indirect- 
ly, They also realize that Congress by in- 
closing restrictions in the Neutrality Act has 
itself narrowed the area of unrestricted trade 
by withdrawing American ships from dan- 
gerous areas and by preventing governments 
buying on eredit. ‘They further realize that 
much of the opposition to the British and 
French policies is due to a desive to weaken 
the trade agreement programme, It comes 
{tom economic isolationists, who even before 
the war regarded American foreign trade as 
very unimportant and believed that the 
country could, by making itself self-suffi- 
cient, “withdraw from international affairs 
almost entirely and work out its problems 
alone without being influenced by events 
‘curring in other countries over which it had 
no control. 

So fat as actual purchases go, the United 
States might become self-suicient. This would 
‘bo even more possible, if the Western Hemis- 
phere were considered instead of continental 
United States alone. Many products which 
the United States has to import, such as 
sugar, coffee and cocoa. <ome from Latin 
America, But many sections of the country 
Would suffer severely, far more than they 
Suffer now through wartime restrictions. 


American public opinion in view of the 
adition of ‘the mails must go through” is 
deculiarly sensitive about any interference in 
the normal postal service. Even the friend- 
iest American officials draw a sharp distine~ 
tion between searching the mails which they 
regard as a tactless source of irritation, un~ 
Justified by the results obtained, and blockade 
Measures designed to prevent useful war’ 
‘materials reaching Germany through: ship- 
ments ostensibly made to neutral govern~ 
ments, 

In connection with the mail selaures there 
{s a point which is scarcely ever recalled in 
the American press,-namely, that during the 

















ast war the United States searched all neu- 
‘tral mail it could lay its hands on, not only 
at American ports, but at Cuban ports and 
in the Panama Canal Zone. Searches car- 
ried out in this zone were very similar to 
Searches carried out on the high seas to 
which objections have been raised. No com- 
pulsion was used to force neutral ships into 
belligerent ports, either for contraband con- 
trol or for searching the mail. All that was 
done was to restrict supplies of coal. so that 
the ships could do very little else but call 
there. ‘This preserved the precepts of in- 
ternational law, since obtaining coal was a 
privilege and not a right. ‘The United States 
Searched neutral mails in the last war for 
the same reason that Britain searches neutral 
mails now, namely because it knew the mails 
were being abused by German sympathisers 
to circumvent the blockade. 

‘The German counter-charge that Bri- 
tain is really searching American malls 
to find ‘out commercial secrets has been 
accepted and given publicity by several 
Congressmen, for example, Congressman 
Maas: “The truth of it is that what 
they are after, and what they are getting at 
every day, is an opportunity to examine the 
manifests and the bills of lading of American 
merchants and American shippers. They are. 
vopying these facts and furnishing them, 
through their economic contro! to their own 
industries and attempting to underbid us in 
commerce, 

‘Tam informed today when our ships are 

dragged into a contraband port and held an 
unreasonable time, or until it Is unprofitable 
for the shippers, and the shipping concerns, 
that the bills of lading are all furnished to Bri- 
tish concerns, and their agents in this coun~ 
try then go round and solicit the American 
shippers, recommending that it would be avise 
for them to ship on & British ship, i¢ they 
want to make their deliveries certain. It is 
nothing in fact but a continued attempt to 
destroy American commerce. They have 
been at it for 100 years, and they are still 
at it. 
‘Much of the mail is not delivered at all, 
or it is not delivered until it is too Jate to 
be of any value. I have been informed that 
British merchant firms are given access to 
this mail, and they offer to fill the orders 
to our customers when our mail is not de- 
livered, and thereby very seriously interfere 
with and destroy our commerce, 

“I am proposing, first of all, that we put 
our mails upon combatant vessels of the 
Navy, and that we make sure that we have 
enough warships to protect our interests ; 
that we deny our ports and commerce to the 
vessels of nations that violate our neutrality’ 
‘and, if necessary, that we convoy American 
ships with American war vessels, If we will 
take a firm stand today and say, ‘We are 
neutral ; we are not going to interfere in this 
‘war j but, by the living God, nobody is going 
to interfere with us,’ we will be let alone, 
‘and we will stay out of this war.” 

Since the cash and carry sections of the 
Neutrality, Act prevent belligerent govern- 
ments from obtaining anything whatsoever 
on credit, the limited dollar resources of the 
Allies are being husbanded and applied main- 
ly to arms purchases. ‘The sale of farm pro- 
ducts has fallen off. and that of industrial 
products has risen. ‘The protests from the 
‘agricultural areas sound loud in a Congress~ 
man’s ear when a political campaign is near. 
‘One way out of the difficulty would be to 
make purchases on credit possible, but that 
would be regarded as a step towards involve- 
ment in the European conflict. Therefore, 
one finds proposals being made by the 
Senate Finance Committee to compel the 
Allied Governments by the use of reprisals 
to buy more farm products. As the head~ 
line on the front page of the New York 
‘Times expressed it, “Allied trade aims cause 
Washington to weigh reprisal.” 

Thus, while vigorous opposition is raised 
in Congress to economic pressure of any 
Kind against Japan, conducting her ageres~ 
sive campaign against China, on the grounds 
that this might lead the country along the 
road to war, prominent Isolationists, such as 
Senators Vandenberg and La Folleite, have 
no hesitation in proposing economic measures 
directed against Britain when. in her efforts 
to check another aggressor power, she treads 
‘on one of Uncle Sam's more sensitive corns. 

Another entertaining headline appeared on 
the front pages of the Baltimore “Sun,” 
“Anti-British feeling voiced in Congress. 
Sentiment revived after threat from Ger- 
many ; reprisals hinted.” This might appear 
to be intended humorously, but it repre- 
sented an actual fact. The declaration by a 
Berlin official that an American vessel calling 
fat or leaving a contraband control centre 
such as Gibralter would be liable to be sunk, 
roused expressions of horror against Ger- 
many, but led, at the same time, to talk of 
reprisals against Britain for any share she 
might have in placing American vessels in 
such danger.

and planted with rubber. ‘The young 
plants in this area and als» in the 
5 acres replanted last year are re- 
ported to be showing vigorous growth 
‘and to be the equal of any other new 
plantings in the neighbourhnod. 

‘Tho standard of ‘tapping Is good 
and bark consumption and the rate 
‘of bari renewal are normal, the rate 
of yleld per tapper also shows a satis 
factory increase. 

‘The supply of labour was ample 
throughout the year and the labour 
foree appears to be settled and on 
tented, Wages averaged 45 cents per 

compared with 44,90 cents last 
year. The health of the Jabour force 
was fairly satisfactory and. anti- 
malarial measures continue in force, 
In spite of these malaria was somé 
what prevalent during “April, May 
‘and June probably due to the large 
amount of replanting that 1s being 
‘done in the neighbourhood. 

‘The cost of weeding was 23 cents 
per acre per month as compared with 
28 cents per acre last year and now 
that all the rough growths have been 
removed from the estate there should 
not be any large inerease in the cost 
‘of upkeep. A certain. amount of 
trouble was experienced from the 
prolific growth of weeds in the old 
‘vegetable garden area,

Electricity Supply : 
Suggested Means of Charging. 


To the Editor of the 
"Norm-Cuzxa Dany News” 

‘Sm—From the report of the meet- 
ing on the 29th March of the Public 
Utilities Committee of the Council 
we learn that in June 1938 the load 
‘on the Shanghai Power Company's 
system was less than 100,000 kilo- 
‘watts, that in March 1940 it was over 
150,000 kilowatts and that there is 
every indication that it will continue 
to Increase. 

We learn further that the greater 
the load on the company's system the 
greater the percentage of Indian coal 
required and consequently the higher 
the average cost of the coal burned 
by the company. We also learn that 
the increased load on the company’ 
system has necessitated heavy capit 
investment for extensions. 
‘Therefore the increase in load 
from less than 100,000 kilowatts to 
‘over 180,000 kilowatts is directly 
responsible for a very large propor- 
tion of the higher average cost of 
coal and for the whole of the capital 
investment for extensions. 

‘Surely those for whose benefit the 
Joad has been increased should be 
talled upon to reimburse the com- 
any to the full extent to which they 
are directly responsible for the 
higher average cost of coal and for 
‘the inereased return on capital neec 

sitated by expenditure on extensions. 

If this principle is admitted it 
would appear reasonable to suggest 
that the existing surcharges should 
be withdrawn and replaced by two 
seales of surcharges : 

(@) On the approximate _ 100,000 
Ikilowait load which existed in June 
1938; this scale to be based on the 
cost ‘of K.M.A. coal plus the cnst 
of whatever indian coal is necessary 
for that load; the 100,000 kilowatt 
Joad to be allotted to ‘consumers in 
the proportions of thelr average con- 
sumptions for the months January/ 
June 1938. 

(b) On the inerease over the apr 
proximate 100,000 kilowatt load ; this 
seale to be based on the cost of In- 
‘dian coal and on the inerensed return 
investment necessitated by capital 
‘expenditure for extensions.

Admiralty Reveals Splendid Gallantry and 
Seamanship ; Fierce Battle in Fjords.

RITISH seamanship and fighting prowess were displayed by 
the 2nd Destroyer Flotilla in its attack on German forces at 


an Admiralty bulletin giving the 


first detailed description of the fierce battle, in which four of the 
five attacking British destroyers, and four of the six large German 
destroyers in the harbour, were either sunk or badly damaged. 
‘The Flotilla consisted of the destroyers Hardy, Hotspur, Hostile, 


Describing the entrance of the channel west of the fjord, the 
‘communique says it is easy enough in daylight with good visibility,

member of a philosopher-common- 
wealth. ‘This Influence need not nec 
essarily be as a democratic’ lender, 
He may follow the method of retire: 
ment and service az evidenced In te 
career of General Smuts, who cole 
brated the loss of a general election 
by writing "Holism and Evolution.” 
|The philosopher ts the one who should 
‘analyse the facts of political Ife with 
4 view of pronouncing on thelr mean- 
ing and signifleance. The practice of 
democracy owes much to the phito- 
sophers who have explored Its fun- 
damental principles. 


Adiemation of Faith 

Plato's object was to subject pol!- 
tes to the sway of philosophy. ‘This 
was not nceepiable becauso this! 
not the way: philosophy exerts. its 
Influence, But "Plato's. sense of the 
relevance of philosophy to politics 1« 
of permanent: value, Professor Gib: 
son's essay holds that the practicat 
extension of the philosophical mathoxt 
fs to be found In democracy. 

‘The value of this study Ix not to 
bbe judged by the smallness of the 
book. It Is an afirmation of faith by 
fone who has studied the philosophicat 
thought of the West, and has found 
that today, when the democratic ideat 
is atm time of crisis, that ideal stilt 
deserves support.—Patian.
